In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  denand  from  agricuJ.tural  or- 
ganizations^ coMiercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,   and  covn-ty.  State  and 
governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  dat:'.  shomng  the  trends  of  change  in 
counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
covQity  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  coimty  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  sucli.  information  at  considerable  costo 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  chls  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State  and 
Federal  docviiaents  and  reports,  under  the  siiporvision  of  Forman  V.  Strand,  Stato- 
Tdde  T.'ork  Projects  A.dmnni  strati  on  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics  and  Sta- 
tistics projects.     This  is  a  report  of  irork  completed  on  Official  Project  65-1- 
72-155  of  the  '.Tork  Projects  Admlnistro.tion.     Official  Project  665-72"D-r)6  fiu-- 
nished  the  material  for  Tables  21  and  2S. 

The  Agricultural  Extension  Service  parti cipo.ted  in  the  preparation  of  the 
materials  in  ■this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  lovra  Agricul- 
tural E:-:peri:iicnt  Sto/cion  hs.ve  been  released  for  publication  in  this  series.

Ida  Coi,m'cy  was  established  in  ICGl  by  the  Third  General  Assei'ibly,  Orir-in- 
ally  it  v/as  a  part  of  the  old  Buchsiian  or.Ci  Jieiiton  counties.  The  nojue,  Ida,  was 
su^^eated  by  Eliphalet  Price, 

In  1854,  jlobert  Tormsley,  Edward  Sni'oh,  and  Samuel  King  took  claiias  oiid 
settled  in  the  county.     In  1856,  J,  11,    brehead  and  E.  Comstoclc  and  iojiiilies 
settled  at  Ida  Grove  on* the  flaple  River,    l^'or  many  yearn  this  war.;  an  important 
station  on  tjie  stage  line  be-Urcen  Fort  Dodrje  and  Sioux  City, 

In  1G53  the  comity  v/as  forraall^^  or^-^onlzed  by  the  election  of  its  officers. 
The  coi^nty-seat  was  located  at  Ida  Grove,     This  place  was  originally  on  the 
north  side  of  the  river  near  the  junction  of  Il^vple  River  and  Odebolt  Greek,  but 
Tfhen  the  ITorthvfestern  Railroad  was  built  on  the  soLith  side  of  Odebolt  Creek  in 
1877,  a  no\r  tovm  also  nojned  Ida  Grove,  -'as  laid  out  emd  became  the  count;r~seat »  l/ 

Area 

The  area  of  Ida  County  is  430  soucro  miles  2/,  or  275,200  acres.     Of  this 
nLimber,  273,4-99  acres  are  listed  as  faria  D.jnds,  3/     The  county  is  18  by  24  miles 
in  e::tente     The  northern  tier  of  to'imships  are  set  off  to  the  west  a  little  ever 
three  Liiles  on  account  of  the  correction  line  that  bounds  tovmship  number  88  on 
the  north.     The  tovmships  e.re  12  in  num-ber,  coinciding  vdth  the  Congressional 
toTrtiships.     It  ranks  si;Kty-second  in  point  of  size  in  the  State, 

CI  imate 

The  overage  temperature  for  35  yeai's  (1895-1930)  was  48,1  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  55  years  (1375-1930)  was  29.05  inches,  and  the  grovring 
season  averaged  140  da^YS  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  Kay  9  and  September 
26,  recorded  over  a  14-year  period,  4/ 

Popul at ion 

The  first  census  of  Ida  County,  1860,  listed  43  inhabitants.    During  the 
next  10  years  it  increased  to  only  226,  but  in  the  following  10  years  the  in- 
crease was  over  4,000.     The  population  continued  to  increase  until  after  1900, 
when  a  slight  decrease  occurred.     It  has  a  population  density  of  28  persons  per

As  a  "v/hole,  they  had  1,096  neraoers,  of  -..iiich  505  T'&re  active,  3n.d  2,625  per- 
sons did  business  rrith  the  nine  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  busi- 
ness voluviie  of  ol95,263  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  0202,513  vrorth 
of  business.

The  report  on  apples  for  1909-"the  best  apple  year — listed  50,709  trees  and 
a  yield  of  36,785  bushels;  in  comparison,  the  1934  report  shor/ed  4,608  trees  and 
2,775  bushels.     Peaches  have  never  been  ■y2  any  consequence.     Pli.ms  had  their  big 
yecr  in  1394  vrhen  10,490  trees  yielded  1,174  bushels.     Cherries  haVe  remained 
about  the  same  for  40  years  and  have  never  had  a  listina  over  2,000  trees  and 
309  bushels.     Grapes  had  a  listing  of  11,455  vines  in  1394  and  a  harvest  of 
25,247  pounds  in  1909.     These  vrere  the  years  of  greatest  nombers  exid  greatest

The  crop  assessors'  statistica.1  breakdorm  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follov.rs: 
(l)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  offo    A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
v/hich  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  hy  the  yield  (derived  by 
dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  hvisked)  and  added  to  sumna- 
tions  of  individual  farm  productions  shovm  cs  husked.     This  assLunes  that  acreage 
not  hv\sked  irould  have  produced  the  sai'.ie  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1034  e>jid  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  vrere  made  by  the  State  assessors*  office  because  it  T;as 
felt  that  fEirmors  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  v/hich  rrould  have  a  different  and  loTfer  yield.  This 
separate  yield  estimation  'i.'as  then  i'.iultiplied  by  the  acreage  not  hvisked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  v/as  d,one  by  counties  only  and  not  by  to'-.Tiships .     The  tovraship  yields 
for  these  t\To  years,  then,  are  somevrhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shorm  by 
toTmship  vrith  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shovm 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  svimnary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1956  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  end  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shovm  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  toiioiship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
jleld  and  acreage  figures  shoYm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  eriial  in  all  utilizations*     The  county.'-  yield  and  tov,nship  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  9n.d  1936.
